Many of my parent readers will shrug their shoulders and 
laugh when I talk of ‘'reasoning with children." They've had 
experience which seemingly proved there was no such possibility. 
But, who doesn’t remember Adolph Hitler with his theory that 
if you could lie often enough people would soon come to believe 
you. 
Perhaps we can turn this thinking around and make it 
. . 
tell the truth often enough to the children and eventually it 
will soak in and be accepted by them. 
I never get on this subject of drug abuse without being re­ 
minded of the statement which carne sardonically from a teen to 
his father. The parent had found definite signs of the boy having 
used LSD.

reasons, not only against USD, but other drugs as well. 
Over 300 brand new drugs have been developed during the 
last IO years. 
Those include antibiotics, tranquilizers, anti-can­ 
cer rnk 1 if ations and many others w-hieh are extrem ely bene- 
fir ial to medii ii science . . . when they are used properly’ 
Many of these have unknown results when it comes to human 
birth de fem*. 
Some have produced damage in animal experi-

There just has not been time to obtain experience 
M 'h many of the new drugs in humans. Even with old and 
familiar drugs medical science does not know all the clues to 
their defect-causing potential. 
Every now and then newspaper headlines bring to our at* 
tentier, a catastrophe such as was caused by a supposedly safe 
tranquilizer, thalidomide. A few years ago, you’ll recall, thous­ 
ands of ba tues w ere born in Europe with drastic physical de­ 
formities and the cause of this was traced to mothers who had 
taken thalidomide! L S I) is under scientific research right now 
and indications point strongly toward it being a cause for chro­ 
mosome damage 
lr. short, if this is ultimately pithed factual 
beyond a doubt, the ESD us*t P not only endangering himself, 
but also the lives of his still unborn children! More importantly 
responsible scientists fear that news of this type coming out in 
the papers may obsun tho greater truth . . . that there are 
probably no non-toxie drugs! 
Now, many times a bright, well-meaning child will rome 
back with tho remark, “ but, these bad things about drugs have 
not all been proved to Im- fact as yet," and this is where the 
parent has to draw on his experience as an adult. You know, 
and I know, that when medical science starts giving early 
warnings about (ort,ain drugs, it is not going to be too long bo 
fere -ref. will be backed up with documented evidence.

Conservation continues to 
be on tile move in tile M edi­ 
na Valley Soil Conservation 
District. 


Colby Joe Heyen of Hondo 
lias completed eight acres of 
critical area shaping on ills 
stock farm nearQuihi. 
Pre­ 


viously, tills land was used 
for grain sorghum, but tile 
flood water caused so much 
erosion and soil movement, 


that Heyen has changed his 


plans and tile entire area w ill 
be sprigged to Coastal Bermu­ 
da grass. 


Tills is an excellent prac­ 


tice, taking eroded draws or 
creeks or water drainages 
through cropland and shape 
them up, save soil and get a 
good return from tile land by 
planting the acres into a 
good perenial grass. 


Paul Mueller of San An­ 
tonio is planning to construct 
a farm pond on ids ranch be­ 
low D'Hanis. 
His brother, 
Harry Mueller, Jr., of Hondo, 
is also In tile process of 
building a farm pond on his 
ranchland, Tile ponds w ill 
be constructed in an area 
where better distribution of 


grazing land can be received 
and adequate water furnished 
for Livestock. 


J uiius Aelvoet and kene 


Aelvoet are about ready to 
start with tile installation 


of about 3, OOO feet of 12- 
inch underground plastic pipe.
